REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Applicant's amendment to claims 1, 2 9, and the 
cancellations of claims 81 and 88 filed in the response on 
12/23/09 and 2/1/10 is acknowledged. Currently, claims 1, 3-4, 
8, 18, 26-27, 29, 35, 73, 75, 78, 82-83, 87, and 89 are pending 
in this application. 

In light of applicant's amendment, 132 Declaration, and 
response, previous 103 rejections of record are hereby- 
withdrawn. As amended, the present claims preclude the inclusion 
of hydroxyl functional ethylenically unsaturated monomer as an 
intermediate random block as taught by Schimmel et al . , and the 
elastomeric block copolymers contemplated by Frechet et al. 
Furthermore, the criticality of the recited PDI as related to 
viscosity and film properties in final products were 
demonstrated in the 132 Declaration filed on 2/1/10. A skilled 
artisan would have been motivated from teachings in prior art 
disclosures to formulate a non-elastomeric block copolymer 
having the recited PDI. Accordingly, the instant invention as 
defined by the pending claims is allowable over prior art of 
record.
